Tlie North American Aviation plant 


at Inglewood, Calif., is building plan- 
es for the American people, build- 
ing^J.hem for the people in a cause 
which' the people have decided is Vi- 
tal to their safety—the cause of na- 
tional defense, 


A certain number of tlie employes 


of that plant struck. They refused 
mediation by a national board head- 
ed by a man known for his just and 
liberal mind. They refused pleas from 


J. I. O.) and by thc 


head of the U. A. W., who has amply 
proved his devotion to the cause of 
organization. They refused the pleas 
of national leaders right up to thc 
President of the United States. All 
that was asked of them was that they 
stay on thc job while their grivances 
were adjusted. This they refused to 
do, 


The army has taken over the plant. 


It is specific evidence that we are in 
deadly earnest about 
the 
defense 


drive. 


When the President said "the Amer- 


ican people expect that impartial re- 
commendations of our 
government 


services will be followed by both 
capital and labor," he meant just what 
he said, and lie spoke for the Amer- 
ican people. 


The taking over of the North Amer- 


ican plant is not an act of the gov- 
ernment in favor of the employer and 
against labor. Employers have been 
vehement in their opposition to any 
such taking over of plants. Nobody 
wanted 
this. The government was 


literally forced to act, since every ef- 
fort to conciliate had been rebuffed. 


It must be borne in mind that this 


act is no solution of thc difficulty. 
Planes cannot be built with bayonets. 
But neither can planes be built by 
men shuffling around 
in a picket 


line. 


Neither 
organized labor nor 
in- 


dustry wants to see this North Amer- 
ican precedent extended. It is to the 
advantage of neither to have the gov- 
ernment step into strik situations in 
this drastic manner. 


There is only one way to avoid it. 


That is for both to realize that pro- 
duction comes first; that neither is 


Britain Speeds 
Missions to 
Aid of Russia 


Germans Appar- 
ently Checked in 
Their March 
Upon Russia 


LONDON—CAP)—Speeding 


forward to aid Russia, Britain 
was reported Thursday to have 
started military, naval and air 
missions to Moscow from the 
Middle East. 


Negotiations, it was said, are 


going on to free 300,000 Polish 
soldiers who are prisoners, to 
help Russia fight the Germans. 


to be considering Britain's position 
regarding Finland in view of thc 
Helsinki government's policy of de- 
fense against Russia, and reported to 
be studying the question of Swed- 
ish neutrality, affected by the Stock- 
holm government's allowing the pas- 
sage of German troops across her ter- 
ritory. 


Soviet chance of holding the Ger- 


man invaders from Leningrad was 
viewed with optimism providing the 
Red army could drop back to forti- 
fied position on the Dvida river. 


British sources said progress was 


made toward freeing the Poles de- 
spite Russia, and reported the original 
idea came from the Poles themselves. 
Polish prisoners ,in Russia was said 
to include many officers, some' gen- 
erals and skilled troops who are train- 
ed with the modern implements of 
war. 


These sources reported the Polish 


government in London said that if 
liberated the prisoners would 
turn 


their efforts on the Nazis. 
These 


sources said Russia was not entire- 
ly convinced, being afraid the Poles 
might prefer fighting the Germans un- 
der British command rather than 
Russian. 


This, it continued, was the hitch of 


the moment, with Russia trying to 
find some way for Polish prisoners 
to reach other war theater if they 
would not fight with Russia.

Sour Gas Plant 
Approval Near 


Newspaper Says 
State to Get Two 
Large Projects 


LITTLE ROCK -(#)- The Arkan- 


sas Democrat said Thursday afternoon 
quoted Rep. Ellis and Oren Harris 
in a Washington dispatch as saying 
that "final approval and announce, 
ment of a 20 million dollar aluminum 
plant and a 40 million power dev- 
elopment plant for Arkansas is only 
a question of a few hours." 


The congressmen were quoted as 


saying the aluminum plant would be 
completed by nextx April 1, and 
later expanded to have an annual 
capacity 
of 100 million pounds. 


Plans, the paper said, call for con- 


struction of two steam 
generating 


plants in the southwest Aikansas 
"sour gas" fields at a cost of 20 rail- 
lions and expenditure of another 40 
million dollars for tlie extension of 
REA transmission lines in the area 
to hook up other areas. 


Location of necessity would be on 


the Ouachita river between Camden 
and Callion and one of the plants 
may be placed above Camden and 
another below, it was said. The two 
plants would have 90,000 kilowats 


ipacity each. 
Finances for the project would, 


come from the. REA, the RFC, the 
President's emergency defense 
fund, 


or a special congressional appropria^ 
tion.

hay?" 


This may sound like a riddle, but 


actually a ton of hay is not a ton 
when 15 to 29 per cent of its feed 
value has been lost through improper 
cutting, curing, and storage, Oliver 
L. Adams, coumy agent said. 


And many Hempstead county farm- 


ers could increase the total value of 
their hay at least that much without 
the extra cost of increasing the acre- 
age by the simple precaution of handl- 
ing it properly. 


The factors influencing hay qual- 


ity are stage or maturity when cut; 
percentage of clinging leaves in le- 
gumes; percentage of green 
color; 


soundness; foreign material, such as 
weeds and rakings; texture and soft- 
ness of tems; and aroma and palata- 


, bility. The stage at which hay crops 
sn | are cut influences composition, pala- 


tability, and digestibility, which after 
all, are what pays off in increased 
production when the hay is fed. 


In legume hay more than two- 


thirds of the digestible proteins and 
most of the vitamin A and minerals 
of the entire plant, and 
especially 


calcium, may be found in the leaf. 
Any loss of leafiness caused by late 
cutting and methods of cutting and 
curing results in lower quality. De- 
ayed cutting sometimes results in 
greater tonnage, but with a loss of 
^eafiness that more than offsets the 
value of the increased tonnage. 


To be of good quality, hay must be 


sound and sweet. Hay stored in an 
undercured condition goes through a 
process of fermentation that results in 
loss of green color and sometimes 
leaves a musty, 
moldy 
condition, 


which reduces palatability and may 
result in digestive ^disorders. If hay 
is low in palatability and aroma, only 
small amounts will be eaten and the 
gains in milk or weight willy be low. 


The best stage for cutting hay is: 


for lespedeza, the early bloom stage: 
red clover, full bloom; alfalfa, aboul 
one-tenth bloom; soybeans, when the 
seeds are one-fourth to one-half de- 
veloped; cowpeas, when the first pods 
begin to ripen and turn yellow, bu 
before the seeds are mature enough 
to shatter when the hay is handled 
and Sudan grass, when the first heads 
appear from the boot. 


In general all hay crops should 


cut and allowed to lie in the swat!

Outlines Program

The production of. bolter feed nnd 


feed of higher quality has nlwnys 
been n great need, in the Homestead 
county livestock program. Now with 
the demand for Increased production 
of dairy, beef, and pork products in 
the national defense program, the need 
for greater production of feed becomes 
even more important, Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent, declared, 


Mnny farmers have already made 


plans for increasing their feed sup- 
plies by improving their pastures and 
plrntiixg lospcdeza and other hay 
crops, silage crops, and Sudan grass 
for 
supplementary 
pastures. 
The 


county agent .advises farmers who 
have not completed their feed crop 
planting to plant • Sudan grass, soy- 
beans or peas for a hay crop or sup- 
plementary grazing, and sorghum for 
silage. 


A late planting of corn is also rec- 


ommended on those farms where an 
increased production of grain is need- 
ed. The success with late June corn 
will depend to a large extent on 
weather conditions at planting time, 
but long-time studies conducted by 


the University ot Arkansas Collene 
of Agriculture 
indicate

plantings tisunlly yield enough 
to 


make this practice profitable, the 
county ngent said.

Sabbath, the exodus of young people 
from the city begins. On foot and on 
bicycles, they move from Glasgow 
out along the road to Aberfoyle, which 
swings past lakes and through the 
Duke's Pass and then back to Glas- 
gow again. 


Before the war, the Sunday exodus 


was almost a mass movement of Glas- 
gow's young. Now, however, it's not 
so big. Most of the 16- to 18-year-old 
boys and girls who made up most of 
the hikers are either in the services 
or doing some other kind of war work. 
Which is why you see so many ca- 
noes and sail boats stored along the 
shore of Loch Lomond.

5,000 Nurses in 
U, S, Army Now

WASHINGTON—Answering the mail 


orders—entirely military:

E a few more than 5,000 nurses in 


the arrny now, but according to the 
medical corps here, there will be more 
than 8,000 by the first of next year. 
If you can come up to army require- 
ments, don't worry for a minute about 
getting a job. Nurses are almost No. 1 
on the army's list of hoped-for re- 
cruits.

The army is preparing to take care of 
cases similar to that you outline. 
Special battalions will be formed, com- 
posed of men who fall behind because 
of need of special medical .educa- 
tional, or psychological 
treatment.

battalions. Some of the best soldiers 
and even topnotch officers have de- 
veloped from men who were malad- 
justed to regular army routine. The 
army discovered in 1918 that by treat- 
ment of this kind it could salvage 
thousands of good soldiers who might 
otherwise have been discharged for 
lack of ability to keep up the train- 
ing pace.

first "glamour lady." She's Mrs. Kath- 
arine Byron, the only woman the "free 
state of Maryland" ever sent to con- 
gress. Elected recently from Mary- 
land's Sixth district, to fill the vac- 
ancy created by the death of her hus- 
band, Rep. William D. Byron, in an 
airplane crash, Mrs. Byron moved in 
on the house like a cool evening 
breeze. 


Her induction gave the House of 


Representatives its liveliest day in 
months, notwithstanding all the dy- 
namics of national defense. In the 
first place, it was hardly over before 
she had almost tearfully cried, "Oh 
Sam," and forthwith proceeded to 
plant a happy kiss on the blushing 
cheek of Speaker Sam Rayburn. 


The news photographers asked the 


Speaker to give them a retake. The 
bachelor from Texas said he was sor- 
ry but he 
did not kiss in public 


Sen. Millard F. Tydings of Marylanr 
—and even longer a friend of the 
Byrons than Mr. Rayburn—said some- 
thing to the effect that not being 
jachelor, in public was the only way 
IB would kiss.

He 
went about through most of the pro- 
ceedings pushing every one he could

port, Mel., is of medium stature, 
vivious, with tar-black hair, and large 
alack-brown eyes in a small triangu- 
lar face.
